“ Roads present the biggest problem 
Southeast Missouri has, next to dram - 
age." says Thad Snow, owner of 1000 
acres of Mississippi County land and 
president of the S outheast Missouri 
A gricultural Bureau. Snow had been 
used to good roads when he came 
here from Indiana ten years ago, and 
it rath er wnnt against the grain when 
he got stuck with his flivver in 
a 
tretch of gum bo on the way 
to 
Charleston. 
So Snow became a leader 
in the agitation for b etter roads. So 
active did h<> become th a t a lot of 
people here call 
him “ Good 
Hoads 
Thad.“ 
“ We are building 1»H» miles of ce­ 
ment road just as fast as we can do 
the w ork”, he said. 
"In Mississippi 
County we have fifty-six miles under 
way. 
There is one stretch of fifteen 
miles from Charleston to Bird's Point, 
on the Mississippi River. 
And this 
road, leading out from Charleston, we 
plan to build right on to Poplar Bluff. 
T hat will 
make another stretch of 
seventy miles as smooth as a pave­ 
ment.”
